MORE BUTTER IN STORAGE: 
PRICE REMAINS THE SAME 


Twice as Much of Product Held in Reserve Now as in 
1912 According to Chamber of Commerce Report— 


Egg Supply 


o-- —-— 


During May the stocks of butter and 
eggs in 46 associated cold storage ware- 
houses in -the United States were in- 
creased by 7,252,273 pounds and 1,213,588 
cases respectively, so that on June | 
there were on hand 3,528,500 pounds 
more of butter than at the corresponding 
date of 1912, though the cgg supply 
showed a decrease over last year of 
470,500 cases. These figures have just 
been issued in a report by the Boston 
Chamber of Commerce. 

At present the cold storage butter 
supply in the country comprises 8,008,300 
pounds compared with 4,769,800 in 1912. 
The storage egg supply comprises 2,265,- 
600 cases, that of 1912 being 2.736,100 
cases. 

The prevailing wholesale price of but- 
ter is 28 cents a pound for creamery

British Colombia Company’s 
Boat Makes Waterhaul Possi- 
ble on Part Ft. George Line 


- 


VICTORIA, B. C.—For what is con- 
sidered the first time for a steamer of 
any size loaded with freight, the Brit- 
ish Columbia Express Company’s boat 
B. X. has made the trip from Tete Jaune 
Cache to Ft. George, comihg down the 
river and through the Grand Canyon in 
safety. 

On the other occasion a steamer-made 
the trip through the canyon, but it was 
said to have been a very small boat and 
was allowed to drift through. No boat 
propelled by steam and as large as the 
B. X., which is 135 feet long, has ever 
before made the trip through the can- 
yon, which is considered one of the most 
difficult stretches of river water in Brit- 
ish Columbia. 

The arrival of the B. X. is thought to 
mark @ new era for Ft. George and other 
points in the northern interior, for hence. 
forth freight can be shipped from Ed- 
monton to the present Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific railhead at Tete Jaune Cache,

Frew signs of the times are more cheering 
than the emphasis which responsible educa- 
tors and exponents of academic ideals are 
putting on enlistment in the service of society 
as the final test of a student’s mastery of 
knowledge and of wisdom. One of the 
greatest of American educators defining cul- 
ture, as conceived by him a generation ago, 
said its unvarying marks were “an open 
mind, trained to careful thinking, instructed 
in methods of philosophic investigation, acquainted in a general way 
with the accumulated thought of past generations, and penetrated 
with humility.” All of this is a definition to which a cloistered type 
of educated man could subscribe heartily as justifying him in 
abstaining from those occasional disillusioning and repulsive con- 
‘acts with “the masses” that many university-bred men have been 
prone to affirm are inevitable whenever the scholar and politics 
mingle. .\ more satisfactory and contemporaneous definition of the 
full-orbed conception of culture adds the social service element that 
is lacking in the preceding definition. Mommsen, the great German 
savant and publicist, expressed the higher ideal when he said, 
“The most grievous error a man may commit is to throw away the 
street garb of the citizen for fear of bringing the scholar’s dressing 
gown into disrepute.” Modern Germany owes much of her pres- 
ent and promised status among the powers to full coordination of 
the university with all ambitions of municipality, state and nation. 

It is this obligation of duty to the state and to humanity, felt 
and obeyed by the liberally educated man, that Professor Peabody 
of Harvard is preaching to students of the universities and colleges 
of Japan during his present tour of amity and of exposition of 
Upon a people as sensitive to the 


Culture 
for Service

cultivation and expression, harmonized with completest devotion of 
self to the social good—that is the Americanized ideal of culture 
wrought out by fusion of conceptions originally coming from Great 
Britain and Germany. With such a working ideal, a university 
cannot be a place “devoted to the dead languages and to undying 
prejudices,” nor can its students “mistake university for -universe. - 
“To take one’s culture and make it serve and to take ones Iberty 
and make it live.” this, as Professor Peabody 1s saying, 1s a higher 
conception of culture than the monastic ideal of the remote or the 
utilitarian ideal of the near past. 

Such sentiments uttered by the .American educator must tall 
with refreshing effect on the ears of Count Okuma, Japan's great 
educator-publicist, who is now beginning to see the nation turn 
toward ideals of constitutional democracy, responsible party gov- 
ernment and free thought and speech which he has long held and 
has trained students of his university to accept and labor tor.

The writer named takes a serious view of this phase of public 
negligence, but it is a view by no«means disproportionate to the 
gravity of the problem to which growing ignorance of housewifery 
is giving rise in the United States. It would be no difficult matter 
to name a long list of evils directly traceable to this ignorance. It 
is affecting, and most injuriously, the entire social system. It did 
not have its beginning yesterday, and it would be as unjust as useless 
to throw responsibility for it altogether upon parents. Society in 
the United States, more than in other countries, has assumed juris- 
diction over the child; it has taken upon itself duties that formerly 
fell to parents. The question is, Are these duties being faithfully 
and efficiently performed in the case of the great mass of young 
cirls who pass through the elementary schools? The information 
at hand would seem to justify a doubt.

Ir 1s to be hoped that the figures recently 
tabulated at Yale, showing the cost of a col- 
lege education, will not be taken as final and 
beyond repair, for such an acceptance of 
them must needs be a deterrent to many an 
ambitious boy or hopeful parent through the 
inability of most persons to come up to their 
rather extravagant showing. These figures 
place the total cost of a four-year course 
necessary to the bachelor of arts degree at 
$4370. This amount is divided among the four vears in the fol- 
lowing manner: Freshman year $1020, sophomore year $1052, 
junior year $1136 and senior year $1162. Now the general average 
for students in American colleges, we should say, does not by any 
means agree with these figures from Yale: Some time ago, in a 
series of articles upon the colleges written by an expert, it was said 
that the probable cost for a boy’s four vears’ stay at college would 
be $3000. The same writer, however, showed that a thrifty individ- 
ual, by the practise of economy, might easily get through the tour- 
vear course at any of the American colleges at a cost under $2000; 
remarking that this is quite frequently done. 

As a matter of fact there are thousands of yvoung men who 
support themselves while at college, and throughout every section 
of the United States this feat is not only possible but feasible. <At 
the smaller colleges of the West and the universities of that section 
the costs are considerably less than those of the larger eastern col- 
leges, but tuition in all American colleges is low. Books, too, and 
cost of laboratory apparatus are now at very reasonable figures, 
and board can be had at,a price suitable practically to any pocket- 
book. The figures, therefore. given by another estimator, who 1s 
considering the cost of education as based upon a general estimate

of all colleges and universities, and not confined to one school, are 
much more likely to afford a correct impression of this subject.

It may be 
truthfully said that the navy of today is composed ot a higher type 
of man than ever before in its history and in this respect it repre- 
sents a moral and educational standard nearer the ideals and pre- 
tensions of the American people. The enlisted man in the navy 
is today recruited almost entirely from a different class than here- 
tofore. He comes in large part from the soil in the middle and 
widdle western states, and, while in origin and training a landsman, 
his quick intelligence, aptitude and obedience to discipline qualify 
him shortly for all the duties of his new ocean home. Then, too, 
such changes have taken place in maritime affairs that seamen of 
the old type are no longer required, for the old rigs have been abol- 
ished and everything is now operated by electricity or steam. The 
old discipline is there. Ave, that has not been one whit abated. 
But it is a different discipline—it is a discipline growing out of the 
environment of larger, cleaner quarters, higher morals, better tem- 
pers and an improved efficiency and fellowship.
